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Year in Review: The Top Stories of 2014

This past year was a memorable one for the 
Tri-Town region, as individuals and as a community 
in general. As we look back at the past 12 months that 
collectively make up the year 2014, some events that 
occurred float immediately to the surface, such as the ones 
that hit us on the emotional level, while a few of the other 
important stories that we at The Wanderer reported to our 
readers required a little more thought to dig up from our 
collective memory. 

There was, of course, one story of significance 
that immediately came to mind, and that was the 
disappearance and passing of 21-year old Dana 
Dourdeville. 

Word spread the night of December 31 - New 
Year's Eve 2013 - that a young man went missing off the 
coast of Fairhaven while duck hunting with his kayak. It 
was not until the morning of January 1 the news broke 
that it was Old Rochester Regional High School graduate 
and Marion resident Dana Dourdeville, and from that 
morning until January 12 when his body was recovered 
off the coast of East Falmouth, all of Tri-Town held its 
collective breath and hoped for a miracle. 

No one could forget the tireless efforts of a 
community brought together by tragedy during the 
ongoing search for Dourdeville during those first bitter 
cold days of 2014. ORR Sports Director Bill Tilden 
organized the community in its relentless search for 
Dourdeville, while neighboring towns united in the 
endeavor. 

It was difficult news to receive and to report, 
and a tragic start to the New Year for a family and for a 
community. A year has now passed since this loss, and 
the recollection of those 12 days remains fresh in our 
memories. 

Right around that time, Tri-Town was shaken up 
in a different sort of way, with the first of two significant 
rumblings early in the year. On the morning of January 
9, at about 10:52 am, reports of a loud explosion and 
subsequent shaking started pouring into our office and

Facebook page - and we all felt it, whether or not we 
realized that it was indeed an earthquake. 

Do you remember where you were and what 
you were doing when the earth started moving during 
those few fleeting seconds? Residents from Marion to 
Dartmouth experienced the earthquake that scored a 1.3 
to 2.3 on the Richter scale; the epicenter was located about 
ten miles northwest of New Bedford, as reported by the 
Western Observatory. 

What about on the evening of February 11 when 
again the earth grumbled at 5:45 pm to the degree of a 
2.4 magnitude quake? The Marion Police Department 
received several calls about an explosion in the vicinity of 
Marion, and the epicenter was just south of New Bedford. 

Some Christian members of the community made 
some noise of their own after the Joint School Committees 
on March 27 voted in favor of eliminating Good Friday 
from the list of days off, making it a full day of school in 
an attempt to reduce the number of interrupted weeks of 
learning throughout the year. 

Backlash was swift, with a petition launched 
by Rochester resident Margaret McGee demanding 
the committee rescind its vote, or else prepare to see a 
significant amount of students and teachers taking the day 
off in 2015 anyway. 

A former School Committee member from 
Marion, Joe Napoli, claimed that when he was on the 
committee back in the 1980s the district eliminated Good 
Friday from the days off list and it was a disaster, saying 
the community was "up in arms'' over the move. 

The Joint School Committees met again in June, 
and the vote was upheld to nix Good Friday as a day off, 
although there was some more debate, more involvement

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from members of the community, and roughly 700 
signatures on McGee's petition at that point. 

Opinions differed, with some residents calling 
the move "an attack on religion,'' while some School 
Committee members defended the district's secular 
decision to make the religious day a regular school 
day. Other School Committee members simply did not 
appreciate making the decision without first gathering 
input from the community in order to avoid excessive 
absences by staff and students from school on Good 
Friday 2015. 

There were motions to rescind the vote, but in the 
end it never left the ground and did not lead to a re- vote 
on the matter. 

Around that same time, ORR administrators were 
being called out by Tri-Town selectmen and members 
of the three finance committees when a rumor started 
circulating that an ORR school bank account was cyber- 
hacked in 2011 and $600,000 stolen from the district. 

Mattapoisett Selectman Paul Sylvia was the first 
to bring up the topic, asking Town Administrator Michael 
Gagne to either confirm or dispel the rumor of the alleged 
$600,000 theft, which was immediately addressed by ORR 
Superintendent of Schools Doug White. 

White acknowledged that three years prior, a 
cyber-hacking resulted in a loss of $134,000 from one of 
the accounts - not $600,000 as was first alleged - and the 
FBI and Attorney General's Office were both called to 
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investigate. White told selectmen during an April 10 joint 
meeting of the Tri-Town Boards of Selectmen that all but 
$34,000 of the money was recovered. 

Selectmen from all three towns vocally expressed 
resentment that they were never informed of the theft and 
that the school district did not disclose the matter when it 
happened. 

Rochester Selectman Richard Nunes accused 
White and the school administration and committees of 
being secretive, which former Joint School Committee Co- 
Chairman Dr. Peter Bangs denied. 

"There was no attempt to hide anything,'' said 
Bangs to selectmen during a somewhat contentious 
meeting. 

Selectmen and town administrators alike 
asked the School Committee to investigate whether 
the remaining money could be recovered. White later 
reported that it could not. 

There were other stories in the three communities 
that caused a stir in 2014. In Mattapoisett, the suspension 
of the Fire Lieutenant Patrick Saltmarsh for the alleged 
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Fift««n y#ars ago. I opened my office in 
Mattapoisett.

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theft of $1,435.76 from the Firefighter's Association, and 
the six subsequent charges of larceny against him, led 
to a lengthy paid leave for Saltmarsh and his eventual 
resignation after the charges were dropped. 

Saltmarsh' s attorney Philip Beauregard 
maintained that Saltmarsh was innocent and was being 
falsely accused, stating during a phone interview that 
Fire Chief Andrew Murray "obviously felt threatened" 
by Saltmarsh' s qualifications and achievements, and 
that Murray "misled" investigators of the suspicious 
transactions while Saltmarsh was treasurer of the 
Firefighter's Association. 

Mattapoisett Police Chief Mary Lyons asserted on 
one occasion, "We wouldn't have pursued charges if we 
didn't feel that he was guilty." 

Finally, on July 23, while charges were dropped 
against him, Saltmarsh resigned after almost seven 
months of paid administrative leave and was ordered to 
repay the money in question. 

Also making an impact on 2014, Rochester 
experienced a transition year after the retirement on July 1

The Happiness Dance

Although its true origins have long since been 
lost, Raqs Sharqi - or belly dancing as it is called - is 
internationally popular. The number of belly dancing 
enthusiasts is growing as it is embraced for its health 
benefits. 

An Arabic phrase meaning "dance of the Orient," 
some of the threads of Raqs Sharqi' s history weave a story 
of a dance form from ancient Egypt, Turkey or India.

It is even thought that it 
may have evolved from birthing rooms where women 
came together to aid one of their own in the agony of 
pelvic contractions.

Ellie Mae Higgins was first introduced to belly 
dancing about 12 years ago as she pursued training in 
various dance forms. She is a certified group fitness 
instructor and, as such, has incorporated various types 
of dance forms into a program she calls ''Groovercise.'' 
Higgins sees the benefits of belly dancing - which she 
prefers to call Egyptian Dance - because it allows the 
joints to move smoothly and gently.

Higgins understands that dancing offers health benefits. 
According to Higgins, belly dancing can gently increase 
the body's range of motion, is beneficial to the lymphatic 
system, builds core strength, and helps relieve stress. She 
emphasizes it's good for those just beginning a fitness 
program and with no previous dance experience. 

From an early age, Higgins was exposed to music 
of all types with musical instruments in her childhood 
home and a father who taught her to play the piano. 

"He was not formally trained, but he could 
play," she wistfully remembered. She plays the guitar, 
percussion, piano, and is a singer as well.

According to Small, YOU should. 

"Anyone who is essentially looking to keep 
yourself from being in a position of defenselessness,'' said 
Small. 

This particular course is open to women only, 
offering general safety tips and the opportunity to 
actually physically practice defensive tactics like punches, 
elbow strikes, and kicks against a real "perpetrator.'' But 
don't get too nervous, said Small, because the "bad guy" 
will be wearing a padded suit, and you will have the 
support and guidance of the instructors and the entire 
class as well. 

"I love the course," Small stated. "A lot of women 
really come in and don't expect to do as well." He said 
some students in the past had been timid or hesitant, but 
eventually emerged confident by the time the course was 
completed. 

"Everybody has generally been really glad they 
did it," said Small, adding that he has mostly received 
positive responses from students. "It's really great to 
see. . .. And once they realize they can actually be effective, 
they get a lot of self-confidence from that." 

Officer Rego recently received her R.A.D. 
Instructor certification and will be instructing the course 
for the first time, while Small - a seasoned R.A.D. 
instructor - will be on-hand for assistance throughout the 
course.

Hard At Work Preserving History 

Mattapoisett Historical Museum Society

Beavering away in a corner on the second floor 
of the Mattapoisett Historical Society Museum's church 
building are two industriously employed women - 
Elizabeth Hutchison, museum curator, and Lenora 
Robinson, preservationist. 

The sheer volume of work that they have 
undertaken cannot be overstated. It is massive in scope. 
Yet together, they are chipping away at inventorying the 
vast array of archival materials like a two-person army. 

It was clear to Hutchison that immediate 
attention had to be given to cataloging every item in 
the museum collection, which contains everything from 
antique articles of clothing to theater programs and 
personal diaries. Although some cataloging had been 
done over the years, advances in technology now allow 
more accurate record keeping and easier sharing of 
historical information via the Internet. 

Robinson has a library science degree and also 
studied archiving and preservation. A New Bedford 
native, she lives Westport where she has worked as a 
museum volunteer for two years, while also volunteering

HOLIDAY DANGERS 

What are the most serious holiday dangers to my pet? 
The most common problem associated with pets and the 
Christmas season is the ingestion of tinsel by cats. The tin- 
sel may become lodged in the intestine. The most common 
symptom is frequent vomiting over a short period of time. 
I have heard poinsettias are poisonous. How dangerous are they? 
When eaten, poinsettias cause irritation to the tongue and 
other tissues of the mouth and possibly the stomach. Thus 
they cause discomfort but probably not severe illness. 
How dangerous is chocolate for pets? 
Chocolate is a dose related poison as is coffee. A small 
amount of chocolate is not dangerous, however, when a 10 
pound poodle eats a pound of bakers chocolate, the dogs life 
may be jeopardized. Early signs of chocolate poisoning are 
shaking and hyperactivity.

paper, and metal shelving units, along with a modest 
hourly rate for Robinson, have thus far totaled $7306. 
Hutchison has recently applied for an additional $20,000 
from the CPC to continue the project. 

And not to be forgotten are the docents who put 
their willing shoulders to projects such as these. Primarily 
utilized in the summer months to free Hutchison to do the 
numerous management-level tasks the museum requires 
of her time, the docents were instrumental in helping to 
catalog and place fabrics and clothing items into museum 
quality containers. All cloth items are stored in an 
environmentally-controlled storage unit. 

'The museum isn't the best place for them," said 
Hutchison. 

Robinson has been busy checking old cataloging 
records, filling in gaps in record keeping, and whittling 
away at placing every item in the collection into a 
computer database. Hutchison said that via the Internet, 
researchers will be able to view the museum's collections. 

And new materials are arriving all the time. The 
museum recently received a huge turn-of-the-century 
map of Route 6 from the Marion town line to Fairhaven.

Board Seeks Wastewater Permit Solution 

Marion Board of Selectmen 
By Jean Perry 
As recommended by Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson, the Marion Board of Selectmen moved forward 
with its response to the Environmental Protection 
Agency's draft NPDES permit, which according to 
Dawson, placed unrealistic demands on the Town's 
wastewater treatment system that would lead to costly 
upgrades and a complete overhaul of the current 
wastewater treatment techniques. The National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System permit issued by the EPA 
controls water pollution by regulating the point sources of 
pollutants. 

In a letter dated December 17 to the EPA and 
signed by all three selectmen, the board asked for an 
extension of the 30-day public comment period, asking 
for 180 days so the Town could provide more detailed 
comments on the draft permit that imposes changes 
that are "vast," according to the letter, "and if left 
unchanged," the letter reads, "will result in a substantial 
and unprecedented revision to the Town's wastewater 
treatment plant. . ." 

During the December selectmen's meeting, 
Dawson referred to the matter as the NPDES "ongoing 
saga" that threatens to essentially end the use of the 
Town's three sewage lagoons, the very foundation of the 
wastewater treatment plant. 

"To date, we have not received a response to our

request/' Dawson told selectmen, but the EPA did on its 
own issue a 60-day extension since they issued the draft 
NPDES during the holiday season. The comment period 
has been extended from January 2 to February 2. Dawson 
said he is certain, though, that the EPA has received the 
letter by now. 

'Tn the meantime, we are continuing to meet with 
the engineers . . . and discuss strategy'' said Dawson. The 
Town has been consulting with the engineering firm CDM 
Smith. 

Dawson commented that communities within the 
Taunton River Watershed Alliance have had their own 
issues with the EPA regarding its NPDES draft permit, 
calling the issues ''similar, yet different." What the two

parties have in common, said Dawson, is the belief that 
the EPA is applying science that is not correct relative 
to acceptable levels of nitrogen, calling the new levels 
"unachievable, even with the latest technology.'' 

The letter to the EPA references the Buzzards Bay 
Coalition's report on the nitrogen and phosphorus levels 
pertaining to the lagoons, and alleges the report was 
"demonstrated to be fundamentally flawed" and the basis 
for the EPAs draft NPDES permit. 

The Taunton River Watershed Alliance is 
consulting with a high-power environmental law firm 
based in Washington D.C., and, although Dawson said 
he does not yet think employing the same law firm is 
appropriate at his time, he asked selectmen to authorize a 
discussion with the attorneys. 

"I don't think there's any harm in exploring it," 
Dawson told selectmen. 

Board of Selectman Chairman Jonathan Henry 
speculated that the law firm's services would be costly, 
but if it could save the Town from spending $5 million in 
upgrades to the wastewater system, "It could be worth 
it." 

Also during the meeting, the board considered 
a request from Bay Watch Development that offers the 
Town an additional five affordable housing units within 
the 40B housing development in exchange for $450,000 in 
Community Preservation funds. 

State regulation mandates that 10-percent of the 
housing be affordable housing, and adding five more 
units to the already allotted four units would bring the 
Town's percentage up to 7.7-percent. 

Bay Watch would need to file an application for 
a modification of the comprehensive permit with the 
Zoning Board of Appeals, and the Marion Affordable 
Housing Trust and Community Preservation Commission 
would also need to be on board with a recommendation at 
Town Meeting to approve the CPC funding. 

Chairman of the Affordable Housing Trust 
Jennifer Watson attended the meeting and addressed the 
matter, which she said would be discussed further during 
the trust's next meeting on January 12. 

"We have to do something," said Watson

continued Denham. 

Planning Board member John Mathieu asked, 
''Let's say it is road construction, what is the issue?" 

"The issue is we need inspections at every stage!" 
Denham fired back, raising his voice. 

Mathieu started to say that the board had asked 
Denham to tell them and the contractor when he wanted 
to inspect the work. 

"We don't have to invent a thing - it's in the 
bylaws!" Denham roared. 

Denham insisted that the bylaws were sufficient 
for builders to work from and understand the various 
milestones in roadway construction to ask for inspections.

culvert. Third, Merlo will talk to the Town's engineering 
firm.

corridors with rooms stacked on either side. We designed 
the dorm much like a large home, with different nooks for 
small gatherings of students, a kitchen island for working 
collaboratively on homework or making a snack, as well 
as plenty of bright, open areas for the dorm community 
to be together/' Moving students currently living in the 
smallest dormitories on campus into this new structure 
designed for 25 existing students and three faculty 
families will increase student engagement within the 
diverse learning / living community 

Saltonstall, who designed the school's first 
Gold Certified LEED design project in 2005, shared 
that because sustainability remains important to Tabor, 
the project will feature locally sourced materials and 
systems, super efficient insulation and windows, high 
efficiency boilers, water saving strategies, photovoltaic 
panels, and LED lighting. Additionally, the school's 
effort at water conservation over the years was detailed 
in the sewer permit application submitted. Don Wing, 
Director of Plant Operations, commented, "When the 
town redesigned its sewer treatment plant in 2001, they 
set a baseline for Tabor's flow and prudently planned 
for a 5 percent increase from Tabor over time. In fact, 
the school has documented an over 23 percent reduction 
in water usage from the baseline used in the 2001 plan. 
While three new faculty families will occupy the dorm, 
the 25 student residents are being relocated from other 
dormitories resulting in a negligible increase in flow from 
this project." 

Julie Salit, Tabor's Dean of Faculty and a member 
of the project planning committee, said, "The planning 
team has worked closely together and with the town, 
meeting with numerous town boards and student and 
faculty groups to ensure a collaborative process resulting 
in an exciting project. As we finish up the plans, we 
are hoping for a mild winter to facilitate a September 
opening."

Nick Offerman: American Ham, Written by and starring 
Nick Offerman. Directed by Jordan Vogt-Roberts. 
Running time: 78 minutes. No MPAA rating, but the 
equivalent of an R. 

According to the Wikipedia page on the concert 
film Nick Offerman: American Ham, Nick Offerman is an 
"American actor, writer, and carpenter/' That description 
might please him, though having ''carpenter'' ranked 
before the other two might please him more. Offerman, 
for those unfamiliar with his fan-favorite Parks and 
Recreation character Ron Swanson, is a stout fellow with 
a burly soup-strainer. He looks, and carries himself, like 
a man who works with his hands. Like Harrison Ford, 
another carpenter who found himself in front of the 
camera, Offerman has the authenticity of a person who 
knows how things fit together. This kind of knowledge is 
increasingly rare and useful. 

Offerman may be an actor, writer, and carpenter, 
but he's not a stand-up comic, and American Ham is not 
really a stand-up routine. It's a test drive of material and 
thoughts that would make their way into Offerman' s 
book Paddle Your Own Canoe (the concert was filmed 
in March 2013; the book was published the following 
October), including a song with the same title as the 
book. Standing onstage, sometimes strumming a Gibson, 
Offerman makes good on his surname ~ he offers his 
audience, as the subtitle of his book puts it, one man's 
fundamentals for delicious living. He places a heavy 
emphasis on tasting things, from red meat to, well, use 
your dirty imagination. American Ham is amiably filthy in 
an almost giggly, helpless way ~ Offerman front-loads the 
show with many riffs on his first tip out of ten, "Engage 
in Romantic Love," and he sees no reason to soften his 
material for the prudes. 

Don't look to the show for jokes, though there 
are hilarious bits. Offerman is naturally funny, issuing 
his dicta (I can hear Offerman' s dorky 13-year-old- 




boy chortle at that) in the sonorous deadpan that has 
made Ron Swanson so cherished. Other than jabs at 
vegetarians (Offerman is very pro-meat), American Ham 
is good-hearted and inclusive. Offerman' s material on 
religion and the Bible isn't the freshest, but it fits into 
his overarching live-and-let-live philosophy. To him, 
meat and the outdoors and sex and building things 
and "getting high and looking at a maple leaf" are the 
very stuff of life, of joy, and why wouldn't anyone want 
to partake of joy? Offerman is a hippie spirit inside a 
mundane' s body. He's only a day older than I am, yet he 
has the aura of a tribal elder, a medicine man with hair on 
his back. 

American Ham was directed by Jordan Vogt- 
Roberts, who also made last year's The Kings of Summer, 
featuring Offerman and his wife, soulmate and "legal 
property" Megan Mullally. Vogt-Roberts serves up a 
smoothly competent point-and-shoot record of the show, 
though at two points we cut away to only mildly funny 
segments in which Offerman quarrels with a lawyer 
over parody songs he sings during the performance. 
(Offerman advises us to look the songs up on YouTube.) 
The director is attached next to Kong: Skull Island, a sequel 
~ I assume ~ to 2005' s King Kong remake, and considering 
the relationship Vogt-Roberts has with Offerman, the 
surest way to get me to see the new Kong movie would be 
to cast Offerman in it as a brawny, cocksure hunter who 
gets trampled by Kong. Or, failing that, as Kong himself. 
Offerman: Meat Island would get my opening-day dollars.
